Whether the young man Is Injured, 
taken prisoner or has been lost from 
his company Is not disclosed In the 
telegram to the jmrents or In the of- 
Tk lal announcement from the War De- 
partment. 

The young man was very |)opular 
amonK those who knew liini in this 
section. He was clever and one of the 
hardest working young men In the 
county. 

His father, who la one of tl\o coun- 
ty's best aqd most patriotc citizens, 
was born In the Qerman Empire and 
left that country many years ago to 
escape military oppression. He knows 
the German military clique and came 
to America where he could escape It 
and raise his family under a free dem- 
ocratic government.

Willi the British Army In France. 
Septeiiilier 3 — The British victory In 
the haltlc of Droeourt -Queant line 
seems complete. Without having de- 
livered a single roiiuler attack, and 
staggering from the hlows ailmlnis- 
tered to them yesterday, the Cermans 
during the night and early this morn- 
ing were in full flight for the eastern 
side of the Canal Du Nord. 

The enemy Is trylhg to save what 
men and material he can from the 
wreck behind one ot the most power- 
ful defense syatems ever devised. 

The much l^aated of Orocourt- 
Queant line, or aa the Germans call It 
"the Wotan line" I stotally shatter- 
ed. The British are driving far thru 
it, and the Germans are hurrying 
eastward, Ipaving behind only pockets 
of machine guns, and even resistance 
from these Is gr;iilually melting away. 

Strong lli itish forces are now fight- 
ing their w.-iy down the llindenhnrg 
line itself and are cleaning It up as 
they go. Meanwhile a little south 
from here, another force is driving on 
the Hindenburg line frontally. 

The Hun baa tasted disaster In^thc 
Droeourt line battle, and now his dls- 
organUed and badly depleted forces 
are workli^g fast to prevent an even 
greater catastrophe overtaking htm. 

The Britiah are fast approaching 
and .are close to the Canal Du Nord. 
the territory behind which Is even 
tuiw under heavy flre from many Brit- 
ish cannon.

The great Dean Swift was once In- 
vited to' pr^Kh a charity sermon be- 
fore a large congregation.

There Is no argument necessary to

' Overruled and Cafe Is 
Sol For Thursday. 



The case BRalnsl Lewis Harris, col- 
ored, charped with wllfu! mnrder, was 
called on the crlminnl docket yester- 
day afternoon In Clrciilt Ciinrt by Cir- 
cuit JudRe ('. 1) Newell Hon A. P 
Cole and J. (!. Wmlsworth represent- 
ing the defendant, (lied a motion for 
a continuance of the case until llie 
next term of court but Judge Newell 
promptly overruled the motion The 
attorneys then agreed on Thursday as 
the day for the opening of the ease. 

Harris was brought into conrt yes- 
terday afternoon and the most of the 
witnesses in the case were on hand. 
They were rqeognised by the court for 
their appearance on Thursday morn- 
inp: at 9 o'clock. Moreland Walker, 
one of the iirosecntion's ctilef wit- 
nesses, was unable to be present .ind 
on motion of the Coininonwealtli 
.Tiidt-e Xewell ordered the sheriff to 
(ihlain :i vehicle of some sort and havi- 
Wulker in court Tlmrsdav If his phy- 
sical condition wonld permit. 

This case will probably attract 
more attention than any case comiuR 
up for trial in the local court for 
some time. It is the flrst wilful mur- 
der case to be tried here since the 
trial of the Smith brothers, whir were 
sentenced to the electric chair and it 
this degree of murder can be proyen 
by the commonwealth in this case 
Harris' punishment will be the elec- 
tric chair. 

It will be remembered that Harris 
Is cliamed with havinp killed his wife 
on llie Saturday niBht before Chrlsl- 
nins I'.ilT. lie Is alleBe<i to have walk- 
ed around tlii> siniare after he had 
shot Iier down In llall s alley In the 
Fifth Ward and then returned to her 
t)ody and while she was dyins from 
the pistol wounds in her head, shot 
her three more times. 

Following this killing, Harris is 
said to have come down town where 
he purchased a full box of cartridges 
for his revolver. He was then seen 
in several parts of the city but al- 
ways managed to evade the police. 

Morelnnd Walker, a local colored 
man. was instructed by Police Ser 
>;eaiit .Tames Mackey. wiio was at that 
time ("hief of rcdlce. to assist In the' 
search for Harris. Walker met Har- 
ris aioUR the ('. & O railroad In the 
Sixlli Ward and aiteiniilid to idace 
him under arrest. Harris shot Walk- 
er throe times and so scrlosly In 
Jured him that it was feared he too 
would die and since that time Walk- 
er has been confined to his bed. An 
effort will be made to bring Walker 
to the Court House tomorrow after- 
noon* In an ambulance to testify In 
the case. Walker got hold of Harris' 
revolver in the scramble, however snd 
held It. Harris went to his home In 
Fifth street where the police arrest- 
ed him early the next morning. 

Harris waived exaniinatlun and ]ust 
wliat pronnds his defense Will be built 
on is not known.
